Rate Bill Takes an Additional 
of Interest. 
W ashington, March 8.—The issues 
involved in the controversy over the 
pending railroad rate bill wore square­ 
ly 
presented 
to the senate 
in 
the 
speech o f Senator Clapp, one of the 
Republicans supporting the m easure 
without am endm ent, and by resultant 
rem arks from 
Senators 
Bailey 
and 
Tillman, who are supposed to rep re­ 
sent the views of the Democrats. 
The 
discussion of these speeches later by 
senators on both sides of the chamber 
developed a new phase of the titua- 
tlon. Senators Aldrich, Foraker, C rane 
and other Republicans who are seek­ 
ing to amend this bill so as to provide 
for judicial review of orders of the 
Interstate commerce commission, took 
the position that the discussion of the 
subject demonstrated that the friends 
of the measure are divided and that 
the bill should not be accepted in its 
present form. 
They said they were 
encouraged in the position they had 
taken from the first and declared that 
when the bill is brought to a vote they 
will have supporters enough to adopt 
a court review feature. 
After the termination of the debate 
both Senators Bailey and Tillman an­ 
nounced their decisions to hold out for 
an amendment intended not to inter­ 
fere with the operation of the rate- 
making powers 
which the bill pur­ 
poses to confer on the commission, hut 
which would save to railroads all the 
rights to their day in court, which 
they possess under existing statutes. 
It is known that Senator Bailey has 
prepared an amendment which will 
be offered by some member of the! 
committee 
on 
interstate 
commerce. 
This Is taken to mean that he will sub-j 
mit his ideas to some of his party col­ 
leagues who are members of the com­ 
mittee, and that some one of them will 
offer It in an effort to have it made a 
committee amendment. 
Friends of the court review features 
have again determined to await the de­ 
cision of the Democrats before offer- j 
Ing an amendment themselves. 
These 
Republicans, including all of the m em -1 
bers of the Interstate commerce com-j 
mittee who voted against reporting 
the Heyburn bill, declare that the po- 1 
iltlon has been entirely consistent In 
that they do not oare anything for the 
phraseology so long as their purpose 
is accomplished. 
Opponents of the court review- fea­ 
ture have had prepared an amendment 
which has not yet been submitted and 
possibly may never be. 
It provides 
for a limited review, and its support­ 
ers declare it represents the extreme 
limits of any concessions the presi­ 
dent would make to the faction seek­ 
ing to amend the bill. 
With six set speeches and permis­ 
sion to print two others in the Record 
without delivery, no two of which 
were of the same subject, the house 
yesterday closed general debate on the 
Indian appropriation bill, and today 
took that measure up for amendment.
